Eligible individuals may — re- 
ceive a refund of up to 96 percent 
of the property taxes levied and 
paid on the home they own and 
occupy; and qualified individuals 
may file each year and receive 
the refund. 

To qualify, an individual must 
meet each of the following re- 
quirements in the year he files: 

1) Must be 62 years of age or 

| older as of January 1. 
| 2) Must be a resident of Cali- 
} fornia on or before January 1. 
3) Must have owned and occu- 
|pied his home between July 1 
|and June 30 of the current fiscal 
year, and 

4) Must have household income 
not in excess of $10,000 for the 
previous calendar year (January 
1 to December 31). 

Household income means cash 
received from most all sources, 
including Social Security,
